That it 
does not continue to.be occupied by the men 
tc-whom we allude, and whom after #aying 
this we believe it is unnecessary to tame, is 
a. public misfortune,” One of these gentlemen 
sas lost, to the colonial service by rio-iault of 
the Government, Hf it hud been possibld to 
haverelained him, ifbyany indveamenta which 
the Govornment could ‘have held out, he could 
have been led to revonsider and abandon his 
resignation, we should say that the Govern. 
ment in having failed to accomplish this‘re- 
sult was guilty of a very great mistake ; bit 
we do not know that. it would havo been poa- 
sible. The fect no doubt is, and this it is 
which no doubt embarrasses the Government 
greatly in its choice of magistrates,—thes a 
‘trained lawyer who is alzo a man of clear and 
acute mind, will almost certainly be able to 
make moré money at the lar of the colony 
than the Government can afford to pay him 
on the bench..

The Census of Frans. . 

For the lust tea. years. the Census returns of 
onr-neighbours have excited mney attention on 
both cides of tho Channel, - ‘the populution of 
France had. become almost stationary, and so- 
ciologiats and political cconomiste discussed the 
enusea of thin inusual phenomenon in a nation's 
onrocr ‘with carncattesa and sometimes with 
ability, Tho subject is ognin brought into 
uolice hy the publicativa of the Cenaus’ for 
Heit, These statistics are more favouratie than, 
any which have. been published for the last 
twenty years, During the loot ten years the 
iseroacd of -pépulation in vance hes’ bean, 
double what iv was in the previous decade 
—the increase having been 637,603 in the perlod, 
1846-56, whereas. (after deducting riety for 
thenew provincesof Savoy sud Nico)the incroase 
in'the period 1856-86-bas:been 1,288,481, “From 
these. figures it appears duriug the ten yeara 
ending witli 1956 the population of France was 
virtually stationary; and although tha lat ten 
yoors show.a better return, the growth of the 
population is much below that of other. count- 
ries, and also only aboutone-half what iawas in 
France under ‘the Bourbons—the ircrease in 
the tet! years 1820-80 having been 2,109,747 on a 
population of 30,451,187 in 1820. Tn 1846 tho 
Re ulation war 25,783,059; in 1856 it waa 

339,364; in 1866 it was (including the popula- 
tion of the annexed 1 provinces) 88,067,004. Ree 
garded from the ordinary point ‘of view, these 
statistics are. eminently. unsatisfactory: The 
number of its population always constitutes an 
Important element of the strength of a State; 
‘and morally, as well as politically, ite a bad 


sign -when the population ceases to increase. | 


But there are two cides to every question. Tt 
must be borne ii mind that’ it is’ of vost. 
benefit to a country when tho national wealth 
increases. faster than tho population, And bo- 
youd all doubt this ‘is now the case in. France. 
Trade has trebled during the last fifteen yeara, 
while population has only inerassed about four 
pereent. The consequence must ‘bs that the 
material condition of the French nation has ex- 
perionced an Jofstordinary improvemant. ‘And 
doubtless the fact that France has for many 
years leet free from .the popular’ discontent 
and commotions which. dixtracted: the country 
rovious to the re-eatablishment of the Empire, 
isattributablenot only toths wise administration 
of Napoleon IIL, but alvo to.the happy. affects 
of that administration npon the development of 
-tie national Soauetiy an enterprize, which has 
‘augmented the wealth of France vastly in excess 
of the gontemporanconé inoronsc of the popula. 
tion Robe, : :
